event A knowing smile 
flashed across former 
American president Bill 
Clinton’s face when he 
noted Thursday that Nova 
Scotians are heading to the 
polls to pick their next pre¬ 
mier. 

“I love elections,” he 
said, inciting chuckles 
from the 
hundreds 
who filled 
the Halifax 
Cunard Cen¬ 
tre to hear 
what he had 
to say about 
eveiything Bill Clinton 
from the 

economy to the environ¬ 
ment. 

“Most of the 30 years 
that I was in politics, we 
normally debated two 
things. What are you going 
to do? And how much are 
you going to spend on it?” 

But there was little de¬ 
bate “over the most impor¬ 
tant question of all: how 
are you going to do this?” 
he said, which is what No¬ 
va Scotians should be ask¬ 
ing party leaders now. 

Clinton, who is the Unit¬ 
ed Nations Special Envoy 
for Haiti and runs his own 
non-governmental organi¬ 
zation, called “how?” the 
question of the 21st Centu¬ 
ry. He said everyone will 
have to help answer that 
question, whether the 
problem is the financial 
crisis or global warming. 

“If you can answer the 
‘how’ question, no matter 
what problem you’re talk¬ 
ing about, you’re going to 
be just fine,” Clinton said.

Water commission removing screens preventing solid waste in harbour

Oh crap. Solid waste will 
be flowing freely into the 
Halifax Harbour for an in¬ 
definite period. 

Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality Mayor Peter Kelly 
confirmed Thursday 
evening HRM’s water com¬ 
mission is, or soon will be, 
removing screens to keep 
solid waste from flowing 
into the harbour. 

Wastewater has been 
flowing into the harbour 
since Januaiy when a flood 
at the Halifax facility 
caused a power outage and 
put the $ 54-million facility 


out of commission. The 
plant isn’t scheduled to re¬ 
open until next spring. 

Now solids, also referred 
to as “floatables,” will be 
doing the same. 

“Is it the perfect situa¬ 
tion? Absolutely not,” Kelly 
said. 

He said when the sewage 
plant became inoperable, 
eight sewage screens were 
used at outfall stations to 
keep solid waste out of the 
harbour. He said four 
screens were removed re¬ 
cently and another four 
will be gone within the 
next week because they 
aren’t meant to be a long¬ 
term fix. 

“It just became impracti¬ 


cal to tiy and continuously 
clean them and have the 
screens running continu¬ 
ously,” James Campbell, 
spokesperson for the Hali¬ 
fax Harbour Solutions Proj¬ 
ect, told CBC. “The deci¬ 
sion was made that rather 
than risk damaging the 
machineiy, to remove the 
screens.” 

Kelly said there “may be 
options to explore” for al¬ 
ternatives to keep the solid 
waste out, but didn’t know 
if the timeframe or eco¬ 
nomics would make that 
plausible. 

Council was most recent¬ 
ly briefed about the possi¬ 
bility of the screens com¬ 
ing down this week, and 


Kelly received an email at 
1:55 p.m. Thursday saying 
they would be removed. 

The story broke through 
a CBC TV report Thursday 
night, something Kelly 
said “could have been dealt 
with in a more proactive 
basis,” but that it was un¬ 
der control of the water 
commission. With a sum¬ 
mer packed full of major 
events this summer, in¬ 
cluding the Tall Ships Festi¬ 
val in mid-July, the timing 
of this news isn’t ideal. 

“We’ll just have to deal 
with it like we did for the 
250-plus years that we did¬ 
n’t have the screens on,” 
Downtown Halifax Coun. 
Dawn Sloane conceded.

Lunch hour a heavy cost 
for school board's budget

The city’s school board 
will have to break out the 
calculator to squeeze ex¬ 
tra costs into its already 
tight 2009-10 budget. 

Halifax regional school 
board members agreed 
Wednesday to provide free 
childcare for all students 
over the lunch hour, and 
to rejoin the Nova Scotia 
School Boards Association. 
Spokesman Doug Hadley 
said Thursday it will cost 
the board $100,000 yearly 
to maintain its NSSBA 
membership and esti¬ 
mates free lunch supervi¬ 
sion will amount to $ 1.8- 
million next year. 

Lunch fees sparked de¬ 
bate in fall 2007 when 
some parents started 
protesting the board’s an¬ 
nual $200 lunch supervi¬ 
sion fee for students who 
live within walking dis¬ 
tance of school. 

An Education Act 
amendment passed that 
December to make free 
lunch supervision univer¬ 
sal. 

The school board hoped 
the province would help 
pay for the added cost, but 
instead the education 
minister gave the board 
an extra year to find the

funds, with lunch legisla¬

Carvery said the board 
has a budget workshop 
Thursday night to talk 
about creative ways to pay 
for lunch supervision, but 
added he’s concerned 
about resources being tak¬ 
en away from students. 

“It makes it very hard 
for us to be able to find ad¬ 
ditional funds ... without 
impacting on the class¬ 
room.” 

Hadley said the board 
plans to pass its budget by 
the end of June.

Food banks receive $50K 

Law firm forgoes client appreciation to aid Feed Nova Scotia

Feed Nova Scotia 
executive director Dianne 
Swinemar was in the food 
bank’s warehouse to 
accept a big cheque worth 
big money Thursday. 

“We don’t see a whole lot 
of $50,000 cheques so that’s 
a sizeable donation — a sig¬ 
nificant donation and a 
thoughtful donation,” 
Swinemar said. 

The donation comes from 
the Atlantic Canadian law 
firm Stewart McKelvey, 
which has several offices in¬ 
cluding one in Halifax. The 
firm usually hosts a golf 
tournament and lobster 
dinner for its clients, but de¬ 
cided “it made more sense” 
to give this money to 
provincial food bank associ¬ 
ations in Atlantic Canada, 
according to Rick South- 
cott, the firm’s regional 
managing partner. 

Feed Nova Scotia accept¬ 
ed the cheque and is divid¬ 
ing the money with the oth¬ 
er associations. 

“These are challenging 
times, and it’s a time when 
businesses need to step up,” 
said John Rogers, the firm’s 
CEO, who was on hand to 
deliver the cheque with 
Southcott.

These “challenging 
times” have led to a 20 per 
cent increase in the number 
of Canadians turning to 
food banks, according to a 
release from Food Banks 
Canada. Dire economic 
straits make it a tough time 
for food banks to handle 
the increase, but Swinemar 
said the support they’ve re¬ 
ceived from the community 


means “this year has been 
better than most years.” 

She said Feed Nova Scotia 
received more Christmas 
donations last year in its 
histoiy, but not before 
struggling through tough 
times. 

“In the first of October, 
you could see almost eveiy 
inch of floor space in this 
warehouse,” Swinemar re¬ 
called. 

Gary Nickerson has been 
volunteering in Feed Nova 


Scotia’s warehouse for 10 
years. He said he usually 
puts in two full days a week, 
but the lack of donations 
meant there wasn’t much 
work for him to do when 
the recession first hit. 

However, he said, he has 
been veiy busy since Christ¬ 
mas. 

“Dianne put out the mes¬ 
sage that it was low, really 
low in the warehouse, and 
the message got through to 
the public.”

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Tax ombudsman 
aims for fairness 


New job will

Canada’s first ever taxpay¬ 
er’s ombudsman was in 
Halifax Thursday to 
explain exactly what he 
does. 

Paul Dube said his role is 
to be an objective party for 
disputes between taxpay¬ 
ers and the Canada Rev¬ 
enue Agency, which col¬ 
lects taxes for the federal 
government. He said he 
may rule in favour of ei¬ 
ther party, depending on 
who is violating policy or 
not acting professionally. 

“We don’t take sides,” he 
said during an interview 
with Metro Halifax at the 
Lord Nelson hotel. “We are 
impartial, independent in¬ 
vestigators.” 

The main goal, he said, 
is to ensure taxpayers 
rights are respected by the 
CRA. “Even if the CRA had 
a 99.9 per cent satisfaction 
rate we’d be looking at the

potential for 38,000 com¬ 
plaints related to service or 
fairness.” 

Dube said his office is al¬ 
so trying to change its poli¬ 
cies, in an attempt to save 
time and money, improve 
tax methods and ultimate¬ 
ly avoid future complaints. 

So if Canadians feel the 
taxman is treating them 
unfairly, he said they can 
contact his office for free. 

But the taxpayer om¬ 
budsman does not handle 
tax calculations, so if you

don’t agree with the 
amount owed to the CRA, 
he can’t help you. The om¬ 
budsman deals strictly 
with taxpayer’s rights, 
Dube explained. 

The CRA is given lots of 
authority in order to keep 
money flowing into Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“They can seize your 
bank account, impose 
penalties in interest, gar¬ 
nish your wages,” Dube 
said. “They have pretty sig¬ 
nificant powers.” 

But he thinks those pow¬ 
ers need to be used fairly, 
and he’s there to monitor 
that. 

The taxpayer ombuds¬ 
man does not work for the 
CRA, rather, his office re¬ 
ports directly to the minis¬ 
ter of revenue as a special 
adviser.

Record contraction 

Economy shrinks 6.6% in Qi, report claims 


Canada experienced the 
biggest economic contrac¬ 
tion on record in the first 
quarter, figures next week 
are expected to show, 
pushing the country into 
its sharpest downturn in 
half a century. 

Gross domestic product 
likely shrank 6.6 per cent, 
annualized, in the January 
to March period, according 
to the median forecast by 
analysts in a Reuters poll 
released Thursday. 

That would be the worst 
performance since record¬ 
keeping began in 1961 and 
would follow a 3.4 per cent 
contraction in the final 
quarter of last year. 

“This will be the worst 
two-quarter start to a re¬ 
cession that we have seen 
in the post-war period,” 
said Avery Shenfeld, chief

economist at CIBC World 
Markets. 

The Bank of Canada, 
which has already cut its 
benchmark interest rate to 
0.25 per cent, is highly un¬ 
likely to feel pressured in¬ 
to further action to jump- 
start the economy even if 
the GDP data falls below 
market consensus. The 
bank in April projected an 
even sharper 7.3 per cent 
first-quarter decline and at 
the time saw no need to go 


as far as adopting meas¬ 
ures used by the U.S. Feder¬ 
al Reserve such as printing 
money to buy assets on the 
market. It is expected to 
uphold that view in an an¬ 
nouncement on June 4. 

Crucial in the report will 
be details on how much of 
the downturn was caused 
by softening consumer de¬ 
mand and how much by 
dwindling inventories, 
which could signal a possi¬ 
ble rebound in production 
in coming months as busi¬ 
nesses seek to replenish 
stock. 

“We’re now at the point 
where we’re producing far 
fewer cars than we’re like¬ 
ly to sell. So the inventory 
adjustment process in sec¬ 
tors like steel and autos is 
very much under way,” 
Shenfeld said. reuters

This change is a doozy — 
and one that will not only 
impact the taxpayers of to¬ 
day, but also those of to¬ 
morrow. 

It is they who will have to 
pay off this huge and grow¬ 
ing debt burden. 

So, how much is $50 bil¬ 
lion? Well, it could buy 
roughly 211 NHL teams, or 
build 100 state-of-the-art 
sports stadiums, or buy 26 
space shuttles. If divided up 
and given to each Canadi¬ 
an, it would be $1,492 each. 


While it is difficult to 
wrap your brain around 
such a large number, one 
can see how fast Canada’s 
debt is climbing at 
Debtclock.ca, a website 
launched by the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation. 

The federal government 
is borrowing money at a 
rate of $1,585 every second, 
$95,129 every minute, $5.7 
million per hour, or just 
less than $137 million 
every day of every week of 
every month for the whole 
of this year. 

The government says it 
can afford this amount of 
debt. It argues Canada is 
better positioned than any 
other Western country to 
borrow this 
much money. 
Technically, 
this may be 
true, but it 
misses the 
point. Just be¬ 
cause the 
bank may 
give your 
family a high¬ 
er mortgage 
doesn’t mean 
you should 
take it. Driv¬ 
ing up the 
federal debt 
amounts to 
fiscal child 
abuse, be¬ 
cause every 
child will be 
bom already 
owing rough¬ 


ly $14,000 in debt. 

The only way to reverse 
the debt spiral is for politi¬ 
cians to do what every fam¬ 
ily does when it hits rough 
times — limit spending. 
They must learn to say no 
to things like: Calls for 
more hikes to employment 
insurance; requests for cor¬ 
porate welfare like auto 
bailouts: and lucrative 
bonuses for government of¬ 
ficials, just to name a few. 

Saying no may be tough, 
but it is important.

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma Thursday ratcheted up 
pressure on Israel to 
freeze settlements as he 
sought to reassure visiting 
Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas of U.S. 
support for Palestinian 
statehood. 

Hoping to revive stalled 
peace efforts, Obama held 
White House talks with Ab¬ 
bas 10 days after hosting Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu, who re¬ 
mains at odds with Israel’s 
superpower ally over Jew¬ 
ish settlements and Pales¬ 
tinian statehood. 

Obama made clear that 
he would continue to push 
Netanyahu, who has dis¬ 
mayed Washington and 
the Palestinians with his 


resistance to calls for a to¬ 
tal freeze on settlement 
construction in the occu¬ 
pied West Bank. 

“I’m a strong believer in 
a two-state solution,” Oba¬ 
ma told reporters with Ab¬ 
bas, a Western-backed 
moderate weakened by 
Hamas Islamist control of 
the Gaza Strip, seated at 
his side. 

Obama stressed that Is¬ 
rael’s obligation under a 
2003 Middle East peace 
“road map” includes “stop¬ 
ping settlements and mak¬ 
ing sure that there is a vi¬ 
able Palestinian state.” He 
said the Palestinians had to 
make more progress in im¬ 
proving their security 
forces and reducing anti-Is¬ 
rael “incitement.” reuters 


Militants' bombs, gun battle rock Pakistani city 


attacks Two bombs explod¬ 
ed in a market in the north¬ 
western Pakistani city of 
Peshawar on Thursday, 
killing six people, and gun¬ 
men on rooftops ambushed 
police as they arrived at the 
scene. 

Militant violence in Pak¬ 
istan, an important U.S. al¬ 
ly, has surged since mid- 
2007, with attacks on the 
security forces, as well as 
on government and West¬ 
ern targets, and the Taliban 
vowed more on Thursday. 

A short while after the 
bombs went off in Pe¬ 
shawar, a suicide bomber 
attacked a paramilitary 


post in another part of the 
city, killing three soldiers, a 
hospital official said. A 
wounded soldier said earli¬ 
er five comrades had been 
killed. 

The attacks came hours 
after the Pakistani Taliban 
claimed responsibility for a 
suicide car-bomb and gun 
attack in the city of Lahore 
on Wednesday that killed 
24 people, saying it was re¬ 
venge for the Swat offen¬ 
sive. 

There have been eight 
militant attacks since the 
army began battling mili¬ 
tants in the Swat region in 
April.

Myanmar hits back

Deputy Foreign Minister 
Maung Myint rebuked his 
counterparts from South¬ 
east Asia and Europe at a 
meeting in Cambodia, say¬ 
ing the trial that could jail 
Suu Kyi, 63, for up to five 
years was an “internal le¬ 
gal” issue. 

“It’s not political. It’s not 
a human rights issue, so 
we don’t accept the pres¬ 
sure and interference from 
abroad,” Maung Myint told 
ministers at the Phnom 
Penh meeting. It was the 
military regime’s strongest 


reaction yet to internation¬ 
al outrage at the trial on 
charges that she violated 
her house arrest by host¬ 
ing an uninvited American 
intruder in early May. 


The Nobel laureate de¬ 
nies the charges, which 
critics say are aimed at 
keeping her in detention

Yet, as GM and its U.S. 
parent sputter toward 
bankruptcy, you have to 
wonder about the rationale 
for fuelling the company’s 
ride to oblivion with tax¬ 
payer dollars. 

Sure, it’s politically in¬ 
evitable that Canadian gov¬ 
ernments would be pressed 
into involvement. Washing¬ 
ton backs a bailout, so non¬ 
intervention might result 
in the relocation of GM 
Canada’s eventual remains 
to the U.S., leaving 7,500 or 
so CAW members out of 
work and possibly taking 
out many thousands of oth¬ 


er related jobs, mostly in 
voter-rich Ontario. 

But at the risk of being 
bumped from Lewenza’s 
Christmas card list, there 
are five good reasons why 
Ottawa and Ontario should 
keep their support to a bare 
minimum. 

First, General Motors has 
proved that it’s a loser with 
severe problems in creating 
marketable products.

About $2 billion of the 
money you and I lend the 
company will go to help re¬ 
duce a pension deficit cur¬ 
rently running at about $7 
billion. Under the lending 
agreement, the company 
will have another six years 


to eliminate the remaining 
deficit. But what if it 
doesn’t?

Third, favouring au¬ 
toworkers who have com¬ 
paratively exceptional 
wage, benefit and pension 
packages is unfair to the 
millions of Canadians who 
work for much lower wages 
and benefits and have no 
protection from job losses.

It’s 
also unfair that other huge 
industries with problems

ple) don’t get the benefit of 


such government largesse. 

Fifth, money used in 
bailouts could be used 
more productively else¬ 
where, providing the infra¬ 
structure, regulatoiy and 
tax incentives to support 
companies and industries 
that actually have a future. 
Better that than spending 
billions on GM with ab¬ 
solutely no guarantee that 
it will make the company 
one iota better at selling 
cars.

Michaelle Jean proved just

And it 
helped show how, in con¬ 
trast, their whole campaign 
is just a big image war.

lation is flourishing, but tu¬ 
na stocks are collapsing and 
sharks are going extinct. But 
seals are cuter than sharks 
so they need our help, right? 

This doesn’t make sense 
to Michaelle Jean. She’d 
rather people put their ener¬ 
gy into causes that actually 
make the world better. And 
she’s willing to eat a raw 
seal heart to drive home the 
point. 

Can we make her Gover¬ 
nor General for life?

Banks top forecasts 

Provisions increased to cover bad loans 


Four of Canada's largest 
banks reported stronger- 
than-expected results on 
Thursday, even as they set 
aside more money to cov¬ 
er bad loans, sending 
shares for three of the four 
higher. 

Toronto-Dominion Bank, 
Bank of Nova Scotia and 
National Bank of Canada 
all notched results that 
were slightly higher than 
analysts had expected, and 
their shares climbed in ear¬ 
ly afternoon trade. 

Core earnings at CIBC al¬ 
so beat estimates, but its 
results were marred by a 
raft of writedowns and ob¬ 
servers worried the na¬ 
tion’s fifth-largest bank 
had lost momentum in its 
key retail operations. 

Overall, analysts said the 
banks continued to out¬ 
shine global competitors.

Bonuses predicted to rise 


Many Wall Street 
investment banking 
employees should see 
bonuses rebound in 2009 
as earnings improve, a top 
pay consultant said, even 
as the government uses 
billions of dollars of 
taxpayer money to prop 
up the still-troubled indus¬ 
try. 

The consultant, Johnson 
Associates Inc., said bonus¬ 
es may rise 20 to 30 per 
cent in equities and fixed- 
income businesses as re¬ 
sults improve in such areas 
as commodities, curren¬ 
cies, derivatives and inter¬ 
est-rate products. 

Bonuses may also rise 20 
to 25 per cent for general 
staff, while executives not 
among the five highest-

Chase & Co., Citigroup Inc., 
Wells Fargo & Co., Goldman 
Sachs Group Inc. and Mor¬ 
gan Stanley took no bonus¬ 
es for 2008. 

paid officials at their banks 
may also enjoy “signifi¬ 
cant” increases, according 
to the report, released on 
Thursday. 

Other employees may 
fare less well, as unsettled 
equity markets and re¬ 
duced merger activity cut 
into underwriting and ad¬ 
vising fees, while market 
depreciation and client as¬ 


set outflows cut into rev¬ 
enue in fee-dependent 
businesses. 

Bankers involved in un¬ 
derwriting and merger ad¬ 
vising may see bonuses fall 
15 to 20 per cent, the re¬ 
port said. Bonuses may 
drop 25 to 35 per cent in 
asset management, 25 to 
30 per cent in “prime bro¬ 
kerage,” 25 per cent in 
wealth management, and 
20 to 30 per cent in hedge 
funds and private equity. 

Workers in commercial 
and retail banking units 
may see bonuses rise or 
fall by five per cent or less. 

Some banks are boosting 
salaries to offset uncertain¬ 
ty over bonuses, Johnson 
Associates said.

After years of applying his 
signature directorial 
stamp to various genres 
and garnering 
blockbuster success for his 
Spider-Man movies, Sam 
Raimi has finally returned 
to his horror roots with 
Drag Me to Hell. 

Dusting off a script he’d 
written with brother Ivan 
shortly after completing 
the now-iconic Evil Dead 
trilogy, Raimi dives back 
into the genre at full force, 
toying with his audience 
with the ease and skill of a 
master. 

Drag Me To Hell is easily 
one of the most entertain¬ 


ing horror movies to hit 
screens in years, offering a 
100-minute barrage of ac¬ 
robatic camerawork, 
smash cuts, angry demons, 
talking goats and the 
spilling of a variety of bodi¬ 
ly fluids. 

Alison Lohman stars as a 
bank teller who turns 
down an old woman’s loan 
to score brownie points 
with her boss in an at¬ 
tempt to win a promotion. 
Unfortunately, that old 
woman just happens to be 
a gypsy who places a curse 
on Lohman that will see 
her pursued by a demon 
for days before being 
dragged kicking and 
screaming into hell. 

In terms of plot, that’s 
pretty well it. 

The film is an exercise in 
economic storytelling that 
keeps plot and character 
development to minimum, 
dedicating almost all of the 
screen time to suspense 
and scares. 

There’s barely any time 


to catch your breath be¬ 
tween the demonic pro¬ 
logue and the crowd-pleas¬ 
ing finale. 

Drag Me to Hell is a film 
that exists entirely on the 
surface and a few of the 
major plot turns crumble 
with any serious thought. 
But in a movie like this, 
that’s not necessarily a bad 
thing. 

Raimi creates a funhouse 
atmosphere that earns 
laughs with practically 
every scare. 

He may set out to make 
audiences jump out of their 
seats, but it’s never to pun¬ 
ish the audience or make 
them uncomfortable. 

It’s all in good fun and 
Raimi winks at his audi¬ 
ence so many times that 
you can practically hear 
him giggling with sadistic 
glee from behind the cam¬ 
era. 

You should join him.

Curse film returns with Raimi

n Drag Me to Hell di¬ 
rector Sam (Spider- 
man) Raimi returns to 
his horror roots, reviv¬ 
ing a dormant fright 
genre — the curse film. 

There was a time on the 
big screen when old crones 
and evil wizards terrorized 
movie goers with spells, 
and I don’t mean the cute 
and cuddly curse of Shrek, 
I mean heavy hexes like 
the Maloilca and Voodoo ju¬ 
ju- 

In 1996 a film based on a 
novel from Stephen King’s 
alter ego Richard Bachman 
called Thinner offered a

supernatural alternative to 
Weight Watchers. The sto¬ 
ry centred on Billy Halleclc 
(Robert John Burke), a 
sleazebag lawyer charged 
with vehicular manslaugh¬ 
ter after running down an 
old woman. 

The obese legal wiz beats 
the charge in court, but a 
far worse verdict awaits 
him outside the courtroom. 
Minutes after he is set free 
a 106-year-old gypsy named 
Tadzu Lemlce (Michael Con¬ 
stantine) touches him, 
whispering the word “thin¬ 
ner” in his ear. 

From then on, Halleclc 
sheds pounds faster than 
you can say “Jenny Craig.” 
Using all his lawyerly skills 
of persuasion he convinces 


Lemlce to lift the curse, but 
the resolution has tragic 
consequences for those 
around him. 

A different kind of curse 
was unleashed in the 2003 
Japanese J-Horror film Ju- 
on: The Grudge. The movie 
is only occasionally scaiy, 
but the idea of a curse, 
born of great violence, that 
continues to grow like a 
virus and visit terror on 
everyone who comes into 
contact with it, is undeni¬ 
ably creepy. 

Probably the only curse 
film to be deemed “cultur¬ 
ally, historically, or aes¬ 
thetically significant” by 
the United States National 
Film Registry is Walt Dis¬ 
ney’s animated Beauty and

the Beast. The story begins 
with an old beggar woman 
asking a handsome but 
spoiled prince for shelter 
against the bitter cold. 

Repulsed by her appear¬ 
ance he refiises her re¬ 
quest and payment of a 
rose. She warns the prince 
not to judge people by 
their appearances but he is 
unmoved. Unmoved, that 


is until she lays the lcavor- 
lca on him, turning him in¬ 
to a hideous beast. 

The curse, she says, can 
only be lifted if “he could 
learn to love another, and 
earn her love in return” by 
the time his twenty-first 
birthday came around and 
the last petal of woman’s 
enchanted rose fell to the 
ground. 


Despite their differences 
in topic and setting these 
movies all boil down to 
one universal theme: Lack 
of respect has conse¬ 
quences. Think of that the 
next time a 106 year-old 
witch asks for a favour.

review Up’s justly cele¬ 
brated prologue chroni¬ 
cles the transformation of 
one Carl Fredrickson 
(voiced by Ed Asner) from 
wide-eyed child to 
stooped widower, and 
rarely has exposition 
seemed so elegant. 

Directors Bob Peterson 
and Pete Docter manage 
to collapse an entire life 
into 15 minutes, render¬ 
ing joy and despair in a se¬ 
ries of precise, suggestive 
tableaux. 

Heartbroken at the 
death of his wife and hop¬ 
ing to honour her adven¬ 
turous spirit (and also to 
stick it to the real estate 
developers trying to buy 
up his property), Carl af¬ 
fixes a massive bunch of 
multicolored balloons to 
his ramshackle house and 
boldly soars into the strat¬ 
osphere. 

The sequence in which 
he takes flight is a stun¬ 
ner, and the floating 
house is an obvious allu¬ 
sion to The Wizard of Oz. 


But the images get even 
stronger after our hero 
touches down in South 
America. 

When Carl drags his 
hovering home behind 
him like an oversized 
kite, it’s a metaphor for 
the burden of memory 
that’s no less potent for 
being rather obvious. 

Gradually, the tone tilts 
towards comedy, as the 
appearance of a mythical 
jungle bird gives Carl and 
his cheerful cub-scout 
stowaway a hilarious an¬ 
thropomorphic foil. 


But the best-in-show 
prize goes to the bird’s 
pursuers, a group of dogs 
who, for reasons not 
worth spoiling here, have 
been outfitted with col¬ 
lars that give electronic 
voice to their thoughts — 
or more accurately their 
lack thereof. 

It’s an insanely inspired 
conceit, and it elevates Up 
above the CGI pretenders 
into the rarified realm of 
Pixar’s best work.

Mandy Moore grows up 

Former pop star evolving into mature songwriter

If you haven’t figured it 
out yet, Mandy Moore 
isn’t the 15-year-old 
Britney-wannabe she once 
was. Now, at 25, she’s a 
wife, an accomplished ac¬ 
tor and a folk singer — 
and she wants you to 
know that her pop past is 
behind her. 

“I don’t look back on 
those years too fondly,” 
she says over the phone. 
“It was a bit embarrassing 
what I was doing then. It 
wasn’t the quality pop oth¬ 
ers were creating in the 
late ’90s.” 

She’s right. The former 
pop starlet, who rose to 
fame in 1999 with the mid¬ 
dling, sugar coated track 
Candy, was trying to com¬ 
pete with Spears and 
Christina Aguilera, but her 
music mostly fell flat. 

Part of the reason for 


that, she says, was that she 
didn’t have control over 
her work, so it wasn’t only 
up to her which songwrit¬ 
ers she chose to work with. 

“It’s not like I was a pup¬ 
pet when I was kid, and I 
enjoyed most of what I was 
doing, but I would have 
chosen to work with differ¬ 
ent people or make a dif¬ 
ferent kind of music,” she 
reveals. 

The road from teen idol 
to do-it-yourself songwriter 
has been a long and chal¬ 
lenging one, though some 
people still think Moore 
has shifted gears over 
night. That thinking frus¬ 
trates her. 

“I fought really hard to 


get here and I understand 
that I’m not going to be 
everyone’s cup of tea,” she 
says. “The only thing I take 
offense with is the idea that 
all of a sudden I wanted to 
be different. No, I’m 25 
years old. I’ve been working 
a while to get where I am. 
It’s funny to me that people 
would assume that it’s 
some crazy idea to want to 
be someone different. It’s 
just a natural evolution. 
People are allowed to grow 
up and evolve.” 

Moore’s first significant 
step away from the pop 
star shaclcles came when 
she recorded Coverage, a 
record of covers that in¬ 
cluded her takes on Cat 


Steven’s Moonshadow and 
Carly Simon’s Anticipation. 
She admits that she just 
recorded songs she liked, 
despite knowing the record 
label would disapprove. 

Soon after that album 
was released she left her 
label and began writing 
the material that, she 
hopes, defines her today. 
The new disc, Amanda 
Leigh (her first and middle 
names), picks up where 
her last disc, Wild Hope, 
left off. It’s full of passion¬ 
ate acoustic tunes about 
love, a few louder rockers 

— though nothing remote¬ 
ly close to her old material 

— and even a strong, fin¬ 
ger-picking folk tune 
(Bug). 

It’s not earth shattering 
stuff, but it’s clear that 
Moore is turning into a 
bonafide songwriter. 

It helps that her new 
hubby is acclaimed musi¬ 
cian Ryan Adams — they 
married in March — who 


likely could teach her a 
thing or two about writing 
infectious and well-re¬ 
spected albums, but for 
now their two careers are 
staying separate. 

“When you’re with 
someone who’s in (the) 
same line of work as you, 
you can’t help but be 


slightly influenced and in¬ 
spired by them,” she says. 
“But Ryan has his own 
thing going on as I do. I 
think he’s the best at what 
he does, and I appreciate 
the support he has in my 
life, but we’re going to 
keep our two careers and 
choices quite separate.”

Grizzly Bear hunts for fresh sounds

Grizzly Bear is a busy band 
— they're at the beginning 
of a two month tour, and 
they just released their new 
disc Veckatimest — but 
singer Ed Droste still finds 
time to Twitter. 

Not only does the Brook¬ 
lyn-based songwriter use 


the social networking site 
to chat with fans, he 
tweets at least four or five 
times a day. 

“Someone signed me on 
over a year ago,” he says, 
almost apologetic that he’s 
such an avid Twitter user. 

Droste uses Twitter to 
connect with fans, which 
is a good thing as Droste 
offers regular updates on 
live shows and informa¬ 


tion about the band’s new 
record. On the band’s first 
disc, Yellow House, Droste 
and his co-songwriter 
Daniel Rossen brought al¬ 
ready finished tracks to 
the rest of the band. This 
time around they started 
from scratch. 

“We came into this with 
a blank slate,” says Droste. 
“We’d take weekend trips 
out of town to see what we 


could come up with. We 
didn’t want to rush our¬ 
selves — everything was 
natural and organic.” 

The result is another in¬ 
die folk disc filled with co¬ 
pious amounts of Beach 
Boys-lilce harmonies. 
While it’s similar to Yellow 
House, its stronger focus 
and even more layered vo¬ 
cals prove that their new 
songwriting strategy has 


worked wonders. 

Droste thinks the more 
inclusive writing approach 
has helped too. “The in¬ 
strumentation and vocals 
are clearer; the drums are 
louder; there’s a stronger 
sense of confidence,” he 
says. “Everyone is a lot 
more at ease with their 
abilities and, also, since 
the last album, everyone’s 
grown up.”

Going Out 


Let the Happiness Project reign

It’s nearly impossible to 
find any uplifting stories 
on the news these days — 
the economy's still crash¬ 
ing, people are losing jobs 
— so when an album 
titled the Happiness Proj¬ 
ect comes out, you can't 
help wonder if the disc is 
just a sarcastic joke. Turns 
out Charles Spearin's 
debut record, which came 
out in February, is as 
uplifting as the title 
suggests. 

The Happiness Project is¬ 
n’t a collection of infec¬ 
tious pop tunes, though — 
far from it. Spearin, who 
makes his living as a mem¬ 
ber of Broken Social Scene 
and Do May Say Think, 
recorded his neighbours 
talking about what makes 
them happy, and then put 
music to the melodies of 


their voices. The result is a 
thought provoking, avant 
garde look at what makes 
people tick. 

“I geared the conversa¬ 
tion towards what they 
thought was important in 
life, specifically happi¬ 
ness,” says Spearin. “The 
subject of happiness has 
naive connotations, but at 
the same time it’s what 
everyone wants in life. Peo¬ 
ple say they want peace or 
justice or health and mon¬ 
ey, but those are all means 
to happiness.” 

The irony of releasing 
something called the Hap¬ 
piness Project as Canadi¬ 
ans become increasingly 
worried about life is not 
lost on Spearin, but there 
is something all those anx¬ 
ious people can take away 
from this record. 

“Happiness isn’t totally 
dependent on economics,” 
says Spearin. “Generally, 
there’s a certain point 
where you have to gave 
certain amount of wealth 
to get by, but when you 


reach that point, happi¬ 
ness and wealth have very 
little to do with each other.

A 1942 painting by 
Uruguay’s Joaquin Torres- 
Garcia called “Construc- 
cion Portuaria” was the 
second best seller at 
$626,500. 


The panorama of Monte¬ 
video’s port recalls square 
patterns of Piet Mondrian, 
Torres-Garcia’s fellow 

member in 1930s Parisian 
abstract art group. Melian 
said massive Inca stones 
may have inspired some of 
the work’s iconography. 

Overall, the evening sale 
was the weakest since 
2004 or 2005, perhaps ear¬ 
lier said Melian. reuters

Brown’s lawyer, Mark 
Geragos, says, “This is a 
specious and frivolous law¬ 
suit by one of the pa¬ 
parazzi seeking publicity 
and a payday.

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Crumbled Fish 
with Parsley 
and Lemon 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 lemons 

2/3 cup (150 ml) fresh 
whole-wheat breadcrumbs 
1/4 cup (175 ml) chopped 
parsley 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
pepper to taste 
4 chunky pieces of 
skinless white fish fillet, 
about 4 1/2 oz (130 g) each 

2 tsp (10 ml) whole-grain 
mustard 

3 Italian tomatoes, 
quartered 

1 large zucchini, thinly 
sliced diagonally 

1 tbsp (15 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

SAFFRON MASHED POTATOES: 

2 lbs (1 kg) potatoes, 
peeled and cut into 
chunks 

1 tsp (5 ml) saffron threads 
1/4 cup (175 ml) low-fat 
milk 

pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Finely grate rind 
and squeeze juice from 1 
lemon. Mix rind with 
breadcrumbs, parsley and 
garlic, and season with 


pepper. 

2. Place fish fillets in large, 
lightly oiled ovenproof 
dish. Spread mustard 
evenly over top of fish, 
then sprinkle over lemon 
juice. Arrange tomatoes 
and zucchini around fish. 
Cut remaining lemon into 
four wedges and put these 
into dish, too. 

3. Spoon breadcrumb mix¬ 
ture over fish and press 
down lightly. Drizzle with 
olive oil. Bake fish for 25 
minutes or until it flakes 
easily and topping is crisp. 

4. Meanwhile, for saffron 
mashed potatoes, place 
potatoes in pot, cover with 
boiling water and add saf¬ 
fron. Cook potatoes for 
15-20 minutes or until 
tender. Drain potatoes and 
mash with milk. Season 
with pepper. Serve fish 
with saffron mashed pota¬ 
toes, tomatoes and zucchi¬ 
ni.
